As they sat at the luncheon table Dawson and Garvin 
discussed the subject of business morals, each from his 
own point of view, while Nell sat by, an interested listener. 
Dawson argued from the standpoint of one who is strong in 
thé idealism of youth, when honor and self-respect are more 
important than material success; Garvin argued from the 
standpoint of one who has been in the game so long and 
has suffered the hard knocks of life so much that material 
success is all important. With him the end “ justified the 
means.“ The important thing was to “make good,” and 
he felt certain that the world wasn't very oben a about 
the small details of how he made good. | 

“Now, you're just getting in the game, Mr. Dawson,” he 
said, “and I’ve been in it for twenty-five years. You come 
up here with certain ideals which you are trying to apply 
to modern business life. Isn’t that so?” 

“Well, so far as 1 am concerned, it’s eo. i'm trying & 
apply certain standards to my own business life. I'm not 
trying to reform anybody else.” 

“Well, I want to tell you right now that you'll ud it 
mighty hard to live up to those ideals if you expect te get 
anywhere. If everybody was honest it would be easy, but 
everybody isn't.” Garvin was very much in earnest. ” You 
have to fight fire with fire. You have to do business with 
men who are willing to do anything providing they get what 
they are after. They will use any method te de you, and 
it's impossible to compete with them unless you adopt those 
methods yourself; Take rebating, for instance. What 
chance would you have against a competitor who was will- 
ing to take secret rebates? Not a chance in the world. 
How many of the rich men of today have made their for- 
tunes by adhering to ideals? Mighty few, let me tell you, 
yet now they are honored and respected, while the men who 
tried to fight them with high ideals are gone ang forgotten.” 

Dawson couldn't help smiling. This argument was such 
an old one, and the one that e dishonest man in. the 
country was using to justify and extentiate his own moral 
obliquity. 

“Times are changing,” said Dawson. “The country is 
waking up to the necessity of raising business standards. 
The old style methods of doing business are going out; and 
people won't stand for crookedness the way they used to. 
You can feel it in the air, in business as well as ’politics.” 

Mr. Garvin evidently had not felt it; at amy rate, he 
didn’t seem convinced. Twenty-five years of easy tolerance 
in business methods had made him conservative in adapting 
himself to a new and more rigid standard of business ethics. 
Any demand for a change from the old order of things 


was, in his mind, an éffort to unsettle business and aestror 


confidence. If Mr. Garvin felt anything it was that he must 
defend his point of view. 

“Take myself, for inatance,” he argued. “Now, Tm «a 
salesman for a stationery company. How long do you think 
Tad hold my job if I didn’t bring in business, and how long 
would I bring in business if I didn’t go after it just as hard 
as any of my competitors? My firm doesn't ask how I get 
the business. The main thing with them is that I get it.” 

“But you can get it on the square, can’t your asked 
Dawson. “If your goods are all right, what more is nec- 
essary?” 

“The quality of your goods isn’t always the thing that 
sells them. A salesman has to establish friendly relations 
with buyers, He's got to spend money. Now, my frm 
allows me a certain amount of spending money, and I am 
supposed to use it where it will do the most good.

People don't like to do business with a tightwad, and it’s a 
universal element in human nature that people like to get 
something for nothing.”

Lyman Abbott, editor of the Outlook, said 
last night that he could not believe that the 
spirits of those who smiled on death while 
the Titanic sank a week ago died with them. 
Dr. Abbott spoke before the Sunday Even- 


‘Ing club on “ Why I Believe in Immortal- 


ity.” More than 8,000 people—all that could 
find seats in the auditorium—heard him. 
Hundreds were told that there were no more 
seats half an hour before he began his ad- 
dress. 

Dr. Abbott asserted the word “death” 
was a misnomer, that death and resurrec- 


thing, that the one was the dropping off 
of the body and the other the rising of the 
spirit. Ot the two worlds in which we live, 
he said, the material passes and the im- 
material lives on. The world of imma- 
terial things in the real world. The temples 
of Greece are in ruins, but ‘the spirit for 
which they stood still speaks. 

Before Dr. Abbott spoke Clifford Barnes, 
president of the Sunday Evening club, an- 
nounced that the Rev. J. Stuart Holden of 
London, who was to have sailed on the Ti- 
tanic in order to appear before the club 
next Sunday night, had been detained by 
the serious Ulness of his wife and had cap- 
celed his passage on the ship which was leat. 


Takes Theme from Job. 

“The fourteenth chapter of the book of 
Job, fourteenth verse,’ said Dr. Abbott, 
„ gives expression to that question which) 
has been asked in all ages by men of all 
races and of all faiths: It a man die, shall 
he live again?’ If a man die, shall he live 
again? 1 should think not. N a man dies, 
if life becomes extinct, it would require a 
great deal of evidence to convince me that 
he would be resuscitated, life would be re- 
created and would come back to him. Such 
a belief would be inconsistent with all that 
we know of the divine order, which is the 
natural order.

Three Stages in Man’s Life. 

„There are three stages in man’s life which 
may be mapped out by us. In the first stage 
he lives in a darkened chamber; he has eyes, 
but he cannot see; ears, but he cannot hear;, 
hands, but he cannot feel; feet, but he cannot 
walk. A brain, but so far as we know, he 
cannot think. But he lives. Out of this dark- 
ened chamber he comes forth into life witha 
ery. Now he begins to use those instruments 
which in his early prison house he could not 
use, which had been formed for bim in one 
stage of his life. 

He begins to use his eyes and see, his 
ears and hear, his hands and feel. His moth- 
er's hands deal with him tenderly. His 
mother’s breast nurses him and satisfies his 
hunger, and through these physical media 
gratitude begins to grow in him, gratitude 
that grows to love. He begins to distinguish 
colors, forms, distances, and through this 
distinguishing of colors and forms a begin- 
ning of art life is developed within him. 


Develops Music Sense. 

“He begins to listen to sounds and distin- 
guish between sounds that are melodious 
and sounds that are discordant, and little by 
little a musical sense is developed within 
him. He learns—we hardly know how—by 
some association that words are symbols, 
and these symbols begin to represent an in- 
visible life to him. Or a visible life.

Words spoke, words written, the 
whole world of the past is opened before him, 
the whole world before him is opened out to 
him. He becomes a musician, an artist, a 
scientist, a scholar, what you will; through 
these physical symbols the invisible life . 
of the past and the invisible life of the pres- 
ent palpitate against him, and he begins to 
answer with a palpitating life. 


Communicates Life to Others. 

The medium of communication he seizes 
and uses to communicate his life to oth- 
ers. He learns to play upon some instru- 
ment, and the violin or the piano expresses 
to others the emotions of himself. He learns 
to speak and his own voice carries to father, 
to mother, to brother, to sister, or to teacher 
the life that is within himself. First these

The first Chicago survivors of the Titanic

They declared that 
White Star efficials in London and Cher- 
.bourg made false representations to induce 
tourists to take passage on the Titanic on 
her initial journey. That the lookout in the 
crow’s nest sighted an iceberg more than an 
hour before the Titanic struck, that the cap- 
tain was under orders to make a record break- 
ing voyage across the Atlantic, and; there- 
fore, disregarded the ominous proximity of 
icebergs, and, finally, that poor judgment 
was used in manning the few lifeboats with 
earsmen. 


Blames Officials for Speed.

Ismay, both Mrs. Hippach and her daughter 
insisted the fact that the managing director 
of the White Star line had issued orders te 
Capt. Smith to smash all transatlantic 
records on the maiden voyage of the Titanic 
was common knowledge among the passen< 
gers.

» Watch First Boats Lowered. 
“When we came out on the deck, they 
were lowering away the lifeboats, but we 
were in no hurry to go into one because we 
thought we'd be safer aboard the vessel. 
officers had difficulty in getting people 
te go into the first boats. There were only 
twelve in each of the first two lowered. 

Irnere were several conflicting reports 
circulating among the passengers. At first 
it was stated that the boat was not. badly 
injured and that we were in no danger of 
sinking.

Ten Churches Join in Services 
at Auditorium Over Liner 
Disaster. 


LESSONS FROM PULPITS. 


Pastors Point to Lust for speed 
and Gold, but Praise Hero- 
ism of Rich. 


The Titanic catastrophe, so strongly re- 
ligious in its effect, was the topic of sermons | 
in most Chicago churches yesterday. Many 
ministers drew lessons of warning, some of 
thankfulness, in the theme. 

Collections were “generally diverted to the 

mayor's ‘fund for the relief of the survivors. 
About $100 was subscribed for Nana Harper, 
6 year old daughter of the Rev. John Harper, : 
evangelist, who was saved from death While 
her father perished, at a union memorial . 
service at the Belden Avenue Baptist church 
in the afternoon. 


Ten Churches Join in Memorial. 

At this memorial ten churches in the Cen- 
tral North Chicago Ministerial association 
helped exhaust the seating capacity of the 
auditorium. Among the churches and the 
pastors represented were:

By a rising vote the congregation passed 
resolutions offered thet made a record of the 
congregation's grief and sympathy with the 
bereaved survivors, thankfulness for the 
sacrifices of those that died.

In the memorial sermon the Rev. W. 8. 
Plumer Bryan, pastor of the Church of the 
Covenant, recalled a similar memorial serv- 
ice in the district in 1001, when President 
McKinley was shot. 


Manhood Shines Out. 

“ For some time past we have been told of 
the deeline of manhood, of the rush of ma- 
terialism,. of the utter selfishness that 
prompted all human action,“ said Dr. Bryan. 
“It is a Me, a libel. And over the watery 
grave of the Titanic there shines the light 
which tells of something more than life, 
something dearer than self, something nobler 
than pleasures. 

“The Socialist ought to see that the level- 
ing of the ri¢h and poor needs no help from 
him. The women whd are demanding polit- 
ical rights may well take care; lest they lose 
what is infinitely dearer. If men and women 
are to be rivals, can she expect such chival- 
rous protection as the women of the Titanic 
received? ” * 


Stake Dividende Against Life. 

The Rev. W. H. Carwardine, pastor of the 
Windsor Park M. E. church, said: 

Hundreds of human lives were sacrificed . 
with the Titanic to satisfy the lust for speed, 
greed and the maritime supremacy on the 
gea of an Atlantic steamship company. 

“Every human device for pleasure and 
comfort, but not one thought of the preserva- 
tion of life. The dare-devil insolence and 
pride of the human heart that would drive a 
vesse) at such speed through a sea of i¢e 
and in spite of warning as to danger is stag- 
gering and incomprehensible. 

It is the old story of the Iroquois fire, the 
pitting of ‘hearts and souls against disaster 
and ruin that pelf might line the pockets of 
the mafagement, and dividends staked 
against flesh and blood.“ 


Sees Lesson for Lakes. 

The Rev. M. P. Boynton at the Lexington 
Avenue Baptist church called attention to 
the thirst for gold. He said in part: 

“The newspapers have e, the 
world with the - of this 
colossal catastrophe. — have called 
attention to the thirst for gold of the ship. 
owners and the commercial world in general. 
This is not the first ship and I fear it is not 
the last one to de built for gold. 

The season upon our great lakes 
is upon us and it behooves the authorities 
who govern the shipping of the great lakes 
to see that ample and adequate provision 
is made for the life saving in times of peri! 
to the eteamers of the great lakes.” 


‘Rich and Poor Die Together. 

The Rev. Frank Brunner, pastor of 
the Ogden Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church, pictured the maiden voyage of the 
Titanic. In commenting on the catastrophe 
he said: 

„They sleep tonight together, peasant and 
millionaire. What a democratic grave is 
this where its inmates are never to awake 
or weep! What is thie appalling sea sorrow? 
A lesson. Man's invention and anticipation 
are all built only on threads of truth.” 

The Rev. E. Le Roy Dakin, pastor of the 
Memorial Church of Christ, said: 

“The Titanic is lost, but this tragedy has 
brought us a new revelation of the sway 
of Christ in the lives of men. It has made 
us see that after all the supreme concern of 
human hearts is for the good of one another. 
Now we are asking if we are not to blame 
for this tragedy. We demand an investiga- 
tion. The crushing of our hearts has quick- 
ened our consciences.” 


Blames Lust for Speed. 
The public demand “for speed in all things 
was blamed by the Rev. Ingram E. Beil, 


for the wreck of the Titanic. 

“The lust for conquest and a reckless dis- 
regard of human life is the glaring crime of 
the hour.” declared the speaker. “If the 
Titanic had evaded the icebergs and had 
swung into sight at the mouth of New York 
harbor hours before schedule time, smash- 
ing all the transatlantic records, a thought- 
leas people, who now condemn the taking of 
a risk which issued in the death of hundreds 
of precious souls, would have hailed with 
hysterical delight this new conqueror of the 
waves. 

“The Titanic in plowing through the ice 
field with little or no abatement of speed 
gambled with over two thousand lives. If 
she had won, the world would have ap- 
plauded. She lost and the world condemns.”’ 

The Rev. M. M. Mangasarian, speaking in 

the Studebaker theater before the Inde- 
—— Religious society on “Ships That 
Sink in the Nütht.“ said in part: 

* Noblesse Oblige —that glorious human 
precept was strictly observed by the splendid 
crew and passengers of the stricken Titanic.

“ Hysterical denunciation ot the White 
Star Line Steamship company, charging the 
disaster to the mad race for profits, speed 
mania, or to lay the destruction of all those 
lives upon God's desire to punish the wealthy 
sinners on board—all of that is out of ** m 
this hour of grief, he said. 

“ While some are demanding more strin- 
gent lawe and praising the bravery of those 
who gent the women and children away from 
the sinking ship as they went to the bottom 
of the sea; let us join in lovingly remember- 
ing all such dead, and then raise our voices to 
another purpose. 

“Surely man can devise some sensitive 
mechanism which will be able to detect an 
approaching iceberg, some barometer or ther- 
mometer that will give the signal of danger. 
Let us send out a request to the inventors’of 
the world that they use their combined intel- 
lects, H necessary, to perfect such a device.“ 


Lesson on Money Getting. 

Dr.. Frederick W. Millar. at the Univer- 
salist church, Kimbark wenns. near ö 
fourth street, ald. 

“There is no excuse for the criminal care- 
lessness of the company in failing to pro- 
vide means of escape in case of an accident 
like that of last Monday. Such sad de- 
partures from the right wey of life tranaform 
men into human monsters who seek to cover 
their moral deformity with the dazzling 
splendor of mammon’s throne. 

“The loss of the Titanic with its treasure 
is nothing as compared with the precious 
lives of rich and poor who went down in the

Teaches Self-Sacrifice. 

At the Auditorium theater Dr. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus drew lessons for humanity. 

“Let us stay in the infinite pity of God 
till we have learned the lessons, the joy of 
self-sacrifice taught us here, he said. 

“Let the Titanic rest at the bottom of the 
sea. The legacy left by noble men and wom- 
en who went down with her can not be 
taken from us. The years of the future will 
make more glorious their sacrific. God bless 
the memory of those who gave to me the 
recollection that I belong to a race and a 
nation that have cared nothing for life but 
everything for manhood.”

“When man puts too much trust in the 
security of his own handiwork and too much 
confidence in the chance of escaping dangers 
against which he should guard and protect 
himself; when he makes more provision for 
luxvriocs comfort than for safety; when he 
cares more for speed than for human life:

Nearer, My God, to Thee. the strains of 
which were heard by the survivors as the 
Titanic took its flnal plunge, was sung in all 
churches of the city. There were prayers 
from the pulpits for the survivors and the 
relatives and friends of the dead, while in 
Catholic churches requiem masses were £upg 
for the repose of the souls of those who went 
down. 

At Trinity church the Rey. Dr. William 
T. Manning, the rector, spoke of the lessons 
taught by the world's greatest marine dis- 
aster, and the greatness of character shown 
by those who perished. 

Special, services for survivors of the Ti- 
tanic, Dr. Manning announced, will be held 
in Trinity church Tuesday morning. In 
Cathdlic churches announcement was made 
that Cardinal Farley has directed that me- 
morial services be held in all churches of 
the archdiocese at 9 a. m. tomorrow, 

At St. Patrick's today Cardinal Farley 
presided at the mass, and the Rt. Rev. F. J. 
Hayes offered the prayer of the church for 
the repose of the souls of the Titanie's 
dead. 

Called Grievous Tragedy. 

At the Church of the Incarnation, where 
memorial services were held, the Rev. How- 
ard C. Robbins, the rector, spoke on the 
“ Pity of that grievous tragedy so uselessly 
brought about.“ 

Some of the survivors of the Titanic: were 
at the Madison Avenue Reformed church, 
where the pastor, the Rev. Dr. William Car- 
ter, chose as his text: 

Psalm 93, 3-4: The floods have lifted up 
their voice; the floods have lifted up their 
waves, the Lord is mightier than the noise 
of many waters; yea, than themighty waves 
of the sea.” 

At the Synagogue at Carnegie hak. Rabbi 
Emil G. Hirsch of Chicago, paid trRute to 
the heroism of the Jews who lost their lives.

The resolution, introduced by Louis Nixon, 
urged that wireless be. carried 
in such numbers as to provide for am opera- 
tar always on duty ready to or send 
messages and that penalties be enacted for 
a?failure to answer calls of dip or for 
sending misleading or false messages or for 
failure to observe special precautions pre- 
ecribed when warned of danger.” 


Services for Late Maj. Butt. 

Washington, D. C., April 21—AIn St. Paul's 
Episcopal church, where he had been a wor- 
shiper, services in commemoration of Maj. 
Archibald Butt, and the other victims of 
the Titanic disaster, were held today. Pres- 
ident Taft attended.

and probably more. These three companies 
seem to have the largest under ac- 
cident policies. The Tra 
and Casualty sell a great many policies 
limited.to one trip and this accounts for 
their heavier losses. All companies: have 
been consulting their records to find out 
just what their losses amountto. Similarity 
in names has caused considerable confusion. 


Wealthy Victims Heavily Insured. 


The Ute insurance companies have not 
been able to make a definite statement as 
yet, as to their losses. Many of the wealthy 
men that were lost carried heavy life in- 
surance. The Equitable of New York states 
its losses will be about $200,000, The Mutual 
Benefit Life believes its losses are $200,000. 

The Marine insurance companies and Lon- 
don Lloyds will be heavy losers. It is stated 
that about $1,000,000 was placed in London 
Lloyds and about $5,000,000 in regular marine 
companies on the Titanic. This practically 
exhausted the marine insurance market. 
The owners of the boat maintained an in- 
surance d on which the balance at the

The companies writing tourist floater poli- 
cies and groups of London Lloyds that car 
ried this kind of risks will all be subject to 
heavy losses, as nearly all tourists secure

London Lloyds Hard Hit. 

The loss.of the Titanic is probably the 
greatest one that has confronted the London 
Lloyds. It crowns a season of extremely 
heavy losses for the underwriters at Lloyd’ 8. 
Fire losses have been high and there has been 
a generally bad season in underwriting all 
along the line. 

The accident insurance companies are 
clearly liable for the double indemnity under 
their policies, and there has been no attempt 
to escape it. Most of the accident policies 
carry the double indemnity feature, and 
where persons are killed on street cars, rail- 
road trains, boats, and other common car- 
riers the double indemnity is operative. 
Some companies now write a triple indem- 
nity feature covering certain classes of ac- 
cidents.

France, 
Germany, Japan, Russia, Norway, Sweden, 


key, Greece, China, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Spain, Portugal and the South American mar- 


itime governments. 


Questions to Be Studied. 

At the suggestion of the president, the 
conferees will take for consideration the 
universal regula- 
tions governing the courses over which 
passenger vessels may sail, limitations as 
to their speed, rules for life saving provis- 
ions, such as life boats and rafts with which 
each vessel is to be equipped, and revision 
of the treaty. of Berlin regarding the use of 
wireless apparatus to be carried on each 
vessel. 

It already has been suggested by the 
French ambassador that some provision 
Shall be made whereby there shall be two 
wireless operators on board of every passen- 
ter carrying vessel, so that the wireless 
shall be manned at all times. 


Prepare to Hasten Inquiry. 

Senator Wildam Alden Smith has returned 
from New York and is prepared to continue 
the investigation into the conditions sur- 
rounding the sinking of the Titanic which he 
and Senator Newlands began in New York. 
Thirty-seven officers and members of the 
crew of the ship arrived in Washington to- 
night and will be heid here until their testt- 
mony can be taken. 

Senator Smith dispatched a special officer 
of the senate tonight to Cleveland to bring 
back Lewis Klein, a Hungarian, and a mem- 
ber of the crew, who is expected to make 
some important revelations about general 
conditions. Klein is reported to have told 
several people in Cleveland that the officers 
of the Titanic were being entertained at 
dinner on the night of the disaster by J. Bruce 
Ismay, and that much wine wae drank on that 
occasion.

Fear was expressed in local Democratic 
circles yesterday that the Hearst- Harrison 
alliance will not support Edward F. Dunne, 
the party's nominee for governor. 

This concern is based on the attack made 
from the H-H headquarters on County 
Treasurer William L. O'Connell, campaign 
manager for the gubernatorial candidate. 
The open charge is made by Sullivan leaders 
that the Hearst- Harrison contingent is plan- 
ning to bolt Dunne. 

This added dissension in the turbulent De- 
mocracy is said to be a result of the Dunne- 
O'Connell delegates to Peoria refusing to 
participate in the H-H rump convention, 

Mr. Dunne was given a rousing reception 
when he spoke before the regular state 
convention and also was warmly welcomed 
by the- rank and file of the bolting element 
e he repeated his little harmony talk to 
them. 


Coolness Toward Dunne. 

There was a noticeable coolness among 
the H. H. leaders toward the gubernatorial 
aspirant, however, which originated the fears 
that increased when the guns of the dis- 
gruntied faction were turned on the Dunne 
manager. 

Another source of worry in the divided 
Democracy is the selection of a chairman of 
the Democratic state committee to succeed 
Charles Boeschenstein, who has been chosen 
Roger C. Sullivan's successor on the na- 
tional committee. 

Opposition has developed to Arthur W. 
Charles of Carmi, the present vice chair- 
man of the committee. on the basis that he 
is a minority appointee of Gov. Deneen's 
on the Pontiac reformatory board. 


No One for Boeschenstein’s Job Yet. 
The new state committee is not expected 
to meet until May 9, when it must organize 


under the primary law. Mr. Sullivan, who 


returned home during the day from Peoria, 
whefe he was banqueted following his vic- 
tory in the state convention, said no one as 
yet had been considered r for Mr. 
Boeschenstein's place. 

Mr. Sullivan declined to make any pre- 
dictions regarding the new chairman. Others 
thought H. N. Wheeler of Quincy, Ernest 
Hoover of ‘Taylorville, or Rene Havill of Mt. 
Carme! might be named.

Washington, D. C., April 21.—Copies of a 
telegram from Representative Gardner of 
Massachusetts to Col. Roosevelt sent in reply 
to the colonel’s declination of Mr. Gardner’s 
invitation to joint debate were given out 
here today. 

Mr. Gardner calls upon both President Taft 
and Col. Roosevelt to make public certain 
correspondence between the colonel and the 
president bearing upon the Lorimer investi- 
gition, which, Mr. Gardner asserts, will en- 
tirely disprove the charge that Senator Lori- 
mer had any assistance or support from Mr. 
Taft. 


Accuses Roosevelt of Favoritism. 

A portion of Mr. Gardner's telegram is as 
follows: 

Tou have told the public that President 
Taft has alienated your respect by his sub- 
serviency to great interests. I deny it. Presi- 
dent Taft has instituted proceedings against 
all the great offenders. He has made no ex- 
ceptions on account of expediency. Can you 
say as much? I charge you with making ex- 
ceptions for your favorites, sometimes under 
the allegation of technicalities, sometimes 
for reasons unknown, 


Challenged to Produce Report. 

“I challenge you to produce the suppressed 
report of your own commissioner of corpora- 
tions, Herbert Knox Smith, with regard to 
the harvester trust. I assert that this re- 
port explicitly shows that the Morgan in- 
terests always favored your administration. 
In the interest of square dealing, I demand 
that you produce copies of these suppressed 
papers. If no coples are in your possession, 
I demand that the department of justice 
proceed at once to discover them.”

X-RAY SHOWS THE METHOD. 


Also.Uses Silver Wire as Substitute for 
Kalt Jaw Bone. 


An account of how broken bones of a living 
human being may be fastened together with 
wire nails, much as one piece of studding js 
nailed to another by @ ‘carpenter, is con- 
tributed to the current issue of the Journal 
of the American Medica] association by Dr. 
John B: Murphy of Chicago. Another oper- 
ation which Dr. Murphy describes is one in 
which he substituted a structure of metal for 
half a jawbone... His histories of operations 
performed are illustrated by X-ray photo- 
graphs showing just how the nails were 
driven ot the other forms Of metal put in 
place... . .. 
The operation on the jaw was made neces- 
gary by a tumor, e “giant cell sarcome,”’ 
which attacked the angle of the right halt 
ot the lower jawbone. The patient was a 
‘young git. Dr. Murphy removed the right 
half of the bone from the head to the fron: 
teeth and inserted in its place a silver wire 
model, with a mietal head, of the Aen Sins 
and shape. 


Substitute of Silver Wire. 
The metal substitute was ot silver Wire in 
the pattern of thé cantilever. The head was 
gewed into the capsule occupied by the orig- 
mal head of bone and the soft tissues were 
quijted through the wire framework of the 
sudstitute jawbone. 
‘The front end of the framework was in- 
gerted into the remaining left half of the 
lower jawbone for a digtante ot one-third of 
an inch and blocked to prevent its YirtHe; * 
entrance. The framework was purposely 
made a little longer than thé left jawbone be- 
cause that Was still growing. After six 
weeks the wounds healed and the framework 
decame completely im bedded.‘ 


Wire Nails Unite Bones. 
Another case, one in which wire nails 
were used to unite fractured bones until! 
they would grow together, was that of a 
young girl who had à defermed foot and 
ankle, the result of an dd Potts fracture. 
She could walk, but one leg was visibly 
shorter than the other. The operation ¢on- 
sisted in breaking the bones and placing 
them in their normal relation to each other. 
They were then held in place by three nails 
driven directly into the living bone. The 
result was that the bones grew together. 
The symmetry of the foot and enkie was 
restored, so thet when the girl left the hos 
pital she stood squarely on it as on the ons 
that never had been injured, and walked 
perfectly. The nails were removed seven 
weeks after the operation was performed, 
when they were no longer necessary.

was the only railroad town in the storm 
territory. in telegraphic communication with 
the outside. The Chicago & Indiana South- 
ern railway station at, Recdick was. blown 


across the tracks. 


Storm Starts in Northwest. 

The storm originated northwest of the coun- 
try affected, but twisted and turned in its 

path, striking some of the villages from the 
north or west. some from the east, and oc- 
casionally dashing in gusts from points of 
the compass slightly to. the south. 

It was the second bad storm of the year 
affecting Iilinols, the other of a few weeks 
ago straying little outside of a small area 
northwest of Chicago. Neither was seriously 
felt here. 

The wind was follewed by a driving rain 
storm, which finished the havoc in the up- 
roofed houses. There were the usual freaks 
that accompany a tornado. A church at Grant 
Park was swept away to the floor, leaving 
nothing but the pulpit standing. Several 
nouses were carried away, leaving their occw 
pants uninjured, but thoroughly scared. 


BIG DAMAGE IN GRANT PARK. 

Grant Park, III., April 21.—[Special.J—A 
cyclone swept a path through this town of 
1.000 inhabitants at 6 o'clock tonight. Six 
persons are known to be seriously injured. 
The property damage is estimated at be- 
tween $100,000 and $125,000. 

The scope of the storm is unknown. Wires 
are down in all directions and communica: 
tion with Chicago was obiained in a rounda- 
bout way. 

The whirling cloud rushed upon the town 
from the northwest. As it reached the out- 
skirts of the villege its course was altered. 
It came directly from the est and passed 
straight through the town. leaving desola- 
tion in its wake. Houses, barns. churches, 
trees. or anything above the surface of the 
ground was tofn from its moorings and 
tossed aside or flattened out. 

A half dozen residences were demollshed. 
Ten others were pushed from the founda- 
tions and left halt wrecks. Great trees were 
uprooted and carried through the air for 
huncreds of feet. 


Freaks of the Storm. 

In this village occured most 
Freaks of the storm. 

The principal injuries appear to have been 


of the 


‘at the resident of Richard Vanderberg and 


the plant of the|Alonzo Curtis Brick com- 
pany, whefe several buildings were scat- 
tered over several acres and others blown 
flat. Two brick firemen were caught inside 
one of the buildings and buried in the debris. 
A third jumped out the door just before the 
building fell. e got out just in time to run 
into a loose brick that came hurtling 
through the air. and was dashed to the 
ground. When he recovered he extricated 
his companions. 

The whole Vanderberg family was buried 
when their house toppled over. Neighbors 
pushed their way through the gale and the 
storm of fiying debris as the house went 
down. They found 5 year old Mary Van- 
derberg holding to her mother’s skirt and 
screaming. She was uninjured. Timbers 
Were pulled away: and the mother hauled 
out unstratched. 

The father was buried under a. part of 
the roof: with Tony and Harry,’ his Tittle 
sons. All were extricated and found in- 
jured but not fatally. 


Strikes Busineds Center. 

The storm struck Grant Park near the bus!- 
ness section, coming from a point or two 
‘géuth of west and whirled through the town 
in a path only a few hundred yards wide. 


It was seen coming by most of the 1,000 


people in the village. 

“I saw what looked like two great fun- 
nels whirling in trom the west,“ said C. J. 
Hayden, vice president of the Grant Park 
Trust and Savings bank. It was dark and 
. the air quiet. I called my wife and showed 
it to her. 

„That was about one second and a half 
before she started for ‘the house badly 
scared. We must have caught the very 
edge of the gale, because the front porch 
was clipped off as if by a great knife. The 
rest of the house was uninjured.” 


Second Story Substituted. 

Walter Burch lived on the second floor of 
a building, with a garage on the first floor. 
He is now on the first floor, for the wind cut 
the garage away from under him and the 
second ‘story dropped neatly in its place 
without cracking a beam. 

B. G. Dewey and his family gathered in 
the living room of the house when the storm 
broke. The wind hurled them into the sum- 
mer kitchen arid took away the part of the 
house where they had been.

Morocco, Ind., April 21.—A cyclone, which 
wiped out everything in its path, skirted 
this town this evening, moving from the 
northeast. The storm did immense damage 
in the neighborhood of Morocco, killing four 
persons, injuring many, and destroying farm 
buildings. It is reported that at least a ecore 
of farm buildings have been razed by the 
storm. All telephone and, telegraph lines 
were damaged, and all communication with 
the outside world was suspended for several 
hours. 

Many at Morocco were geverely hurt. 
Twenty houses were blown down in and 
near Morccco and fully forty habitations 
in Newton county were wiped out. 

Morocco is only five miles north of Hazel- 
ton, George Ade's country home. It hae not 
been learned whether his property was da m- 
aged. 

Every doctor in the village and adjoiniig¢ 
territory was called out to attend the in- 
jured, and improvised hospitals have been 
set up In several localities.

877 eps ADS AFFECTED 


Assert Under the Guise of Uni- 
formity Lines Seek to 
Strangle Traffic. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .! 

Washington D. C., April 21. [Special. 1 
A new western classification affecting freight 
rates on 87 railroads will not be approved 
by the interstate commerce commission if 
‘shippers and public service commissioners of 
the weetern states have anything to say 
about it. 

When the hearing adjourned yesterday, to 
be resumed in Chiesgo and Kansas City, 
the shippers jubflantly announced they had 
won the first step toward having the clussi- 
fication rejected. 

They assert that under the guise of un- 
formity of rates the railroads are making 
wholesal# advances that will obtain a strangle 
hold on the traffic of the west, while it is 


yet developing. 


Sixteen States Represented. 

At the hearing. railroad and public service 
commissions of Illinois, Wisconsin, Minneso- 
ta, Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas, Nebraska. South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Coloredo, Nevada. Washington, Ore- 
gon, and California were represented by a 
committee of six, of which Clifford Thorne of 
Des Moines, Ia., is chairman. 

“We fully realize the advivability of un- 
formity in freight classification throughout 
the United States said Mr. Thorne, “ but 
the interstate commerce commission should 
establish the schedule. The present division 
of the country into southern, official. and 
western sections works hardships on both the 
shippers and the railroads which would b- 
eliminated by uniformity. Put we object to 
uniformity being made an excuse for sweep- 
ing increases. 

“Only through a disinterested adjustment 
can fairness be obtained, The high rates 
should be reduced and the low rates increased 
proportionally, instead of increasing every 
low rate to meke it equal to a higher one, 
Equitable uniformity. can and should be ob- 
tained ‘by a schedule made by the government 
acting through the interstate commerce com- 
mission.“ 

It is not expected the interstate commerce 
commission will decide whether to attept or 
reject the fifty-one classifications for several

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Nikisch Accomp! ishes 


a Musical Revelation. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

R. ARTHUR NIKISCH’S second con- 
cert with the London Symphony or- 
chestra yesterday afternoon in the 
Auditorium was the significant event 
ofa notable season. It accomplished 
revelations of interpretative art that were 
less concerned with the orchestral aspects 
of the works presented than with the re- 
markeable expressions of individual thought 
and feeling for which they) became the media. 
The sum of these expressions defined the 
most interesting and commandirg musical 
personality of the present. Therefore, it is 
matter for sincere regret that the audience 
was small. 

Mr. Nikisch has been somewhat thought- 
leesly described as a purveyor of thrills. .This 
label was attached early in his career and 
has been many times renewed by persons 
whose sensitiveness to expressions of the 
beautiful does not extend beyond the ob- 
vious and the melodramatte. Since it is 
entirely misleading, one ventures a revision. 
Nikisch is a seer. The thrills which he un- 
doubtedly evokes are concerned with visions 
of beauty that he alone has power to unfold 
in the fullness of their glory; not with mere 
hysterical exaggeration, nor yet with those 
sensuous responses in the region of the 
spinal column whereby the average layman 
naively measures his musical joys. 


~~ 

It was his remarkable re-creation of 
Tschaikowsky/e Pathetique that inspired 
this conviction most profoundly. There were 
readings of Beethoven, as represented by his 
tragic ‘‘ Egmont ’’ overture, and of Wagner 
as his genius has found revealment in the 
Prelude and finale from Tristan und 
Isolde, and the overture to Die Meister- 
anger that were equally potent and equal- 
ly endowed with beauty. But unlike many of 
his colleagues, Mr. Nikisch makes no at- 
tempt to enlarge upon the messages of these 
masters, being content to reinforce their de- 
livery with those qualities of self-utterance 
that are his in unparalleled measure, 

The last Tschaikowsky symphony is literal 
ly. recreated.. The unwholesome depression 
refiected by the first and last movements is 
exalted and purified. Morbid hysteria becomes 
sane sentiment. Melodrama becomes noble 
tragedy. Graceful rhythms are touched with 
the glamour of poetry, and where leseer 
masters of orchestra have discovered only 
barbaric splendor of color and extravagance 
of movement in the march, Nikisch uncovers

The contrast between this reading of the 

symphony and that wherewith. Mr. Nikisch | 
first introduced the work to the music lovers 

of Germany sixteen years ago is significant.

ELICITATIONS seem to be due to Mr.

Eve. It is imprudent, in these precari- 
ous days of the theater to be more positive 
than this in one’s predictions of success, and 
é2 the qualifying phrase becomes the salva- 
tion of the timdd critic. But if pretty songs, 
pretty girls, pretty dresses, attractive play- 
ers, and lHvely dances can be depended upon 
to wean the public away from its present at- 
titude of indifference, ‘‘ A Modern Eve wil! 
be a bright spot within the sable precincts of 
the Loop for many nights to come.

I have, of course, no encomlums for the 
libretto of A Modern Eve rave that in- 
spired by ite pleasant absence of plot. It has 
a plot, perhaps, but every time it threatens 
to project itself into the proceedings the 
principals and the chorus burst into song and 
dance and it vanishes. Now and then Mr. 
Joseph Santley, described as so young and 
so wicked,“ becomes gracefully sentimental 
over Miss Harriet Standon, and Mr. Charles 
Brown essays comic romance with Miss 
Adele Rowland.

, DETECTING ICEBERGS. | 


It is said that Marconi has inven 
or is now perfecting a radiocompass, that 
is, a device to locate the position of ships 
in a fog. This cannot be done with the 
present wireless apparatus, as was shown 
in the Republic disaster, although the 
longitude and latitude can be, given by 
the ship’s reckoning, as in the case of 
the Titanic. But ‘thie does not place a 


ship’s position exactly enough to avoid |. 


collision. 

Even a radiocompass, however, 
not locate a derelict or an iceberg. There 
have been several devices tried. for locat- 
ing the latter, of which probably the 


latest is the microthermometer. 


This was invented by Prof. Barnes «f 
McGill university, Toronto. As a result 
of a study made of floating ice, on behalf 
of the Canadian government, Prof. Barnes 
found that fresh water melting from ice- 
bergs or floes can be detected at a dis- 
tance of from two to five miles. 

An experienced seaman is quoted by 
the Springfield Republican as of opinion 
that the Titanic struck, not an iceberg, 
but a mass of salt water ice, which floats 
lower than fresh water ice. This would 


be more difficult to see at night or in a 


fog and would not be discernible by Prof. 
Barnes’ microthermometer.

THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 
There is a good deal more of grandstand 
politics than common sense or sincere public 
spirit in the threatened defeat of the Rock- 
feller foundation bill. If congress is not 


: able to surround that gift with safeguards 


te prevent it from being misused. it con- 
(asses a sorry lack of foresight and of 
ingenuity. . 

As the proposal for this giant gift was 
first framed it contained possibilities of 
danger. But criticism was accepted in the 
most open minded spirit and every reason-

been subjected to the most careful study, 
and if given thorough consideration, debate, 
and amendment should be freed from all 
setious defects.

Is public education to be conducted in 
the interests of the fortunate? Mr. Wil- 
liam Hawley Smith, a well known eduea- 
i tor and lecturer, asks this question in his 

book All the Children of All the People. 
He has looked into the public school ques- 
tion as thoroughly as an enthusiasm for 
the matter, many years of service, and a 
keen sympathy with “all the children” 
would permit him to do, and he has 
reached the conclusion that there is much 
that is wrong in the public school stand- 
ards and processes. 

He has examined carefully into the rea- 
gon for the thinning of the ranks of classes 
as they go up in the grades, and he 
lieves it not to be so much the call of ne- 
cessity, and the interest that young folk 
in America take in earning their independ- 
ent way, as in the failures of pupils to 
learn what is required of them. They fail 
in their studies. They cannot master their 
Latin grammar, perhaps, or their algebra. 
And, failing to learn these things, they 
must needs fall to learn all the rest that 
is taught, because they are required either 
to do their grade work over again or to 
leave school. And little good, he believes, 
comes from the procedure of going over 
and over the grades. 
the life out of their teachers and them- 
selves,” Mr. Smith comments. “ They are 
several times too large for the seats they 
occupy and ere heads taller and pounds 
heavier than the children they recite with. 
Supt. Maxwell of New York made a re 
port not long ago to the effect that a large 
percentage of the schools of that city are 
from one to three grades below where they 
should be if they had kept pace with the 
classes with which they started.“ 

He speaks with compassion of the pu- 
pils who are short measured by the 
public school standard or, indeed, by any 
standard. He is not of the opinion that 
a pupil of intelligence in certain directions 
ean concentrate in such a manner as to“ 
learn anything he wishes to learn. He 
believes that short pupils are those 
who for some physical reason cannot let 
the mind through in certain directions. 
And he contends that in view of the fact 
that all persons are taxed) directly or indi- 
rectly for the support of the public schools 
it is the duty of that composite institution 
to “make good.” The failure to “make 
good he attributes to the inability of the 
educational powers to “ . the natures 
and kinds of material they have to deal 
with.” They make no allowance for the 
personal equation. They take no account 
of “short ” and long qualities embodied 
in the children whose development they 
undertake. And they commit the serious 
waste of letting unexpected powers die 
because the usual and expected powers 
are not operative or keen. They have a 
working basis of a theoretical set of qual- 
ities, but are oblivious to the facts as they 
are—to the irregularities, hiatuses, and 
extraordinary extension of certain qualities 
which mark “all the children of all the 
people.” 1 W 
The book is not written in a eritieal but 
in a constructive spirit. It has a profound 
economic motive; it removes all deficient 
or uneven personalities from the realm of 


‘contempt. It accepts things as they are, 


calling upon surgery, specialization in eda- 
cation, the elevation of hand activity, and 
prays that the perversity as well as dull- 
ness may be taken into consideration. Nor 
can the author endure the thought that 
any special and set apart form of guid- 
ance and development should be penal in 
its character.’ The idea of this valiant yet 
sympathetic educator is to suit the free 
and popular education to the needs of the 
child, let those needs be what they may. 
He has practical theories to offer in the 
development of his idea.

You know that you have exercised them 
because you can see und feel them contract. With 
@ little practice you can do the same with the 
muscles everywhere. Facility in picking out 
muscles and in exercising them can be acquired 
without baving set exercises and a set time te do 
them in. At the same time this does not take 
the place of play or exercise in the open air. I won- 
der if you walk to and from your work or two miles 
of the distance, riding the remainder, or if you walk 
up and down stairs.

ING GEORGE and Queen Mary have 
K done much to discourage the cruel 
port of pigeon shooting, an unsporta- 
manllke form of amusement in which 
the participants run no risk whatever 
and are put to no exercise or exertion, and 
where the game has but little chance for 
ite life, as the bird that escapes immediate 
death on rising from the trap is frequently 
wounded and falls crippled and helpless in 
some neighboring field or thicket. 
But George and Mary are great pigeon fan- 
clers, in this respect following in the foof- 
steps of Edward VII. The pigeon houses at 
Sandringham are probably the finest end 
most elaborate in the country, and almost 
as much money and care is devoted to them 
as if they were thoroughbred horses. 

It was the enthusiasm of Queen Alexandra 
for pigeon breeding that led to her success- 
ful crusade against their wholesale murder 
and to the abandonment of pigeon shooting 
as a form ot sport at Hurlingham. 

Every year, in the latter part of June, the 
great pigeon Derby of the National Flying 
club takes place, over a course of more than 
400 miles. Only the finest homing pigeons 
bred in the country compete. King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra were much interested 
in these races, in which they entered many 
birds, and often carried off prizes. 

This annual grand national race is an in- 
teresting event, and invariably starts from 
Lerwick, the ‘seaport and chief town of the 
Shetland islands, only those pigeons being 
allowed to compete whose home is over 400 
miles from the starting point. The race is 
decided on the velocity system. The precise 
distance of each loft from the starting point 
is calculated, and then the time is taken from 


| the moment that the bird is liberated from 


Lerwick until it reaches its home. A simple 
calculation gives the number of yards per 
minute which the bird hes flown, and the 
prize goes to the birds that have displayed 
the greatest rate of speed... 

Queen Alexandra had a magnificent bird, 
which was a record breaker. It flew 511 
miles, at the rate of 1,807 yards a mimute. 
Of course in oalling this a record breaker, I 
am referring only to that particular course, 
for this speed has been far surpassed, both 
in Europe and the United States, the Amer!- 
can record, as every homing pigeon fancier 
knows, being until recently—I have not the 
last performances before me—1,648 yards a 
minute for old birds, over a course of 300 
miles. But the comparison {fe hardly fair, 
as in contests of this kind everything de- 
pends upon the state of the atmosphere, the 
birds making marvelous time in clear 
weather, while on thick and stormy days they 
may not much faster than @ horse can 
trot :

cated to the princess.

King Edward was equally generous and 
broad minded. On the occasion of his birth- 
day in 1908 two prominent Hebrews re 
ceived titular honors. Col. Matthew Nathan, 
governor of the important British colony of 
Natal, became a knight of the Grand Cross 
of the Order of St. Michaed and St. George., 
and Herbert Louls Samuel, under secretary of 
state for the home department, was ap- 
pointed to membership of the privy councih 
entitling him to the entré at court and to 
Prefix the words “ right honorable” to his 
name.

For it was at his personal instance that 
the war department in London issued tn 1000 
orders that all soldiers of the Jewish per- 
suasion should be allowed leave of absence 
for the feasts of the Passover, Pentecost, 
New Tear. and Tabernacles, as well as the 
Day of Atonement. As the remission of labor 
on these occasions shoud begin at sunset of 
the day previous to each of these five oo- 
Casions, and as these cover @ period of thir- 
teen days in all, tt will be seen, therefore, 
that this was an important and beral con- 
cession.

The English are held to be hard workers, but in 
my judgment they toil only in order to make them- 
selves comfortable, and they have made of comfort 
a fine art, eo that every country learns from them in 
the production of comfort.

| Prune Miscellanies. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


T behoves every woman who buys prunes 
to know something about the different 
grades of this fruit, since with No, 1, the 
smallest sized prune, there are ninety to 
ninety-two prunes to the pound and with 

No, 9 there are thirty to thirty-one to the 
pound, The grades btween have a propor- 
tionate number to the pound, 

Stuffed Prunes—Select large and perfect 
prunes and wash well in warm water. Steam 
until the pits can be easily removed, one hour 
may be long enough for moist prunes of some 
sizes. Remove the pits and stuff with finely 
chopped nuts, Fill them full, shape nicely, 
and roll in powdered sugar. These will keep 
for some time and are even better a week 
after they have been prepared, They do not 
cost as much as the stuffed prune packed in 
boxes and given as a most welcome gift to 
the ocean traveler. Individual taste and in- 
— may be used in devising dainty stuff - 
ngs.

Rice with Prunes— oak one-half a pound of 
prunes over night and cook in the same water 
until soft, adding a Uttle sugar. There should 
be one cup of juice when done, Wash one- 
half a cup of rice, cook in plenty of boiling 
water, salted according to taste, and when 
done drain and dry. Put two prunes in the 
bottom of sherbetglasses, fill with rice, put a 
prune on the top of each and pour the prune 
juice over them, Serve rather cold, 

Prune Jelly—One pound of prunes, one- 
fourth of a box of gelatin, one cup of sugar, 
one teaspoonful of vanilla. Wash the prunes 
thoroughly in warm water and unless care- 
fully packed fruit add warm water a second 
time and let stand a few minutes, Turn off 
and add water to cover. Soak over night and 
in. the morning cook in the water in which 
they were soaked until tender. Drain off and 
Bave the juice, putting it back on the stove 
with the pits from the prunes, the sugar and 
the gelatin, previously dissolved in a little 
cold. water. Cut the prunes into small pieces 
with a knife, strain the slightly cooked liquid 
over them, add the vanilla, and turn into a 
mold to cool, Serve with sugar and whipped 
cream, 


— 

Prune Ice Cream— Prepare the prunes, one 
pound, by soaking over night and cooking 
until tender, Pit them and put through a 
colander. Add one cup of sugar or sugar to 
taste, two eggs beaten to a stiff froth, and 
one quart of cream. Freeze, 

Prune Whip (not baked)—Wash and cover 
half a pound of prunes with cold water. Let 
them be generously covered and put on fire 
to cook slowly. When cooked to a mush add 
one-half a cup of sugar, then mash through 
a coarse sieve and add a pinch of salt. Beat 
the whites of three eggs stiff (or two will do) 
and pour the hot prunes over them slowly, 
beating constantly. Set aside to.cool. Serve
